CHANGE OF HEADQUARTERS 


This is the first Annual Report prepared since the 
headquarters of the Society moved from Canberra to Melbourne 
following the 7AGM in January 1975. Members of the Executive 
are most grateful to their predecessors for their hard work 
and careful planning for the transfer. Initially some minor 
difficulties were experienced, but these were overcome 
satisfactorily. 


EVENTS OF NOTE DURING THE PERIOD 
News Bulletin Editor Mr. P. Ferrar - 


In April 1976, the Executive accepted with regret the 
resignation of Mr. Paul Ferrar as Editor of the Society's 
News Bulletin. Mr. Ferrar will be going overseas shortly 
to undertake postgraduate studies. 


Under the editorship of Mr. Ferrar, the News Bulletin 
provided an excellent forum for Executive, members and 
affiliated Societies alike to keep one another informed of 
their activities and interests, and as such has proved to be 
an invaluable publication and one of which the Society is 
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justly proud. The Executive is very appreciative of the 
excellent service given to the Society by Mr. Ferrar during 
the four years he has edited the News Bulletin and extends 

to him the thanks of the membership at large for the valuable 
role he has played in developing and furthering the aims and 
objects of the Society, and wishes him every success in his 
Studies in South Africa. 


USSR/Australia Science Agreement (Entomology) - 


A delegation of six scientists visited Australia in 
January-February 1976. During their visit to Brisbane, 
the President, Dr. E.N. Marks, presented the delegation with 
a bound copy of the Society's Journal, and when in Melbourne, 
the Executive presented delegation members with a Society 
tie and scarf, as mementos of their visit. 


Student Research Paper Award - 


It was very disappointing to receive only one manuscript 
which was subsequently sent to a panel of three referees. 
The panel was unanimous in awarding the prize to Mr. C. Haller, 
of North Balwyn, Victoria, for a paper entitled "An electron 
microscope study of the ultrastructural aspects of muscle 
destruction and phagocytosis in the cockroach Periplaneta 
americana". Mr. Haller has been invited to attend the 
8AGM, and to read his paper. He will receive a small cash 
prize. 


Miscellaneous Publications - 


The Executive approved the production of a book entitled 
“Simple Experiments with Australian Insects", to be edited 
by Dr. M.J. Rice of University of Queensland, as a Miscellaneous 
Publication by the Society. The aim of the book is to , 
encourage the use of insects in school, college and university 
biology laboratories. It is hoped that the book will be 
available in late 1976 or early 1977.

The Treasurer has reported that 30 members are unfinancial 
for 1975. 


TREASURER'S REPORT 


The financial year 1974-1975 was a transition year - 
Executive moved to Melbourne and new subscription rates were 
struck for calendar year 1975. Following discussions with 
the auditor, the book-keeping system was simplified. Costs 
continued to escalate sharply; that no actual loss was recorded 
in the balance sheet is due only to the writing off of part of 
the book value of stock. The Treasurer has recommended a new 
scale of subscriptions to Council for 1977, and believes that 
rates will have to be reviewed annually, both for membership 
and for the Journal, if the Society is to avoid operating at 
a loss. 


CHIEF EDITOR'S REPORT 


1975 was another record year for the Journal. Volume 14 
ran to 448 pages and included 62 papers, one note and 7 book 
reviews. Currently non-member subscriptions total 200 and 
represent 42 countries. A steady flow of manuscripts of good 
standard and covering a diversity of subjects has been maintained. 
Publication time has been kept within reason by increasing the 
number of pages published. 
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Continued growth by the Journal is very gratifying and 
reflects favourably on the Society. It does however create 
problems in financing and an increase in the work load of 
the Editorial staff. 


I wish to acknowledge the work of the Editorial staff, 
particularly Dr. B.P. Moore the General Editor, Dr. Robert 
Domrow the Taxonomic Editor and Dr. R. Sutherst who was 
Acting Chief Editor for three months. I should also acknowledge 
a grant by the University of Connecticut towards publication 
of several lengthy papers.

NEWS BULLETIN EDITOR'S REPORT 


The News Bulletin appeared quarterly as usual during the 
year, and there was a heartening increase in the amount of 
unsolicited material submitted to the Editor. The Canberra 
printer continued his acceptable standard of production, and 
the May 1975 issue contained the first photograph printed in 
the Bulletin - a scene from the 7AGM excursion, that was 
reproduced with reasonable clarity. 


Costs, especially postal, increased during the year, and 
a smaller and lighter format was introduced for the first 
issue of 1976. Printing was reduced in size by 20% and covers 
were dispensed with, the Bulletin being folded and inserted 
into post office preferred envelopes. Future issues will be 
saddle-stitched instead of side-stapled, and the result of 
all these changes should be a lighter, neater and cheaper 
Bulletin.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


The sole major brief in 1975 was to consider a possible 


submission to the Senate Inquiry on the Woodchip Industry. 

A recommendation was made to and accepted by the Executive 
that a submission on the likely effects of wood chipping on 
insect communities be forwarded to the Senate. The submission 
was lodged in August 1975.

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CUSTOMS REGULATION 13A 


The 7AGM resolved that there was no justification for 
continuation of the Regulation but that the President, in 
consultation with her advisors, should seek the best and 
most liberal solution attainable, failing which the Society 
would be free to seek repeal. Four principles that the 
Society wanted embodied in the Guidelines in order to meet 
the needs of science were laid down by the 12 Council Meeting. 


The Department of Science, the Australian Academy of 
Science, and the other interested societies were kept informed 
about the Society's negotiations and intentions, which have 
been reported in detail to members in the News Bulletin. 


Discussions with the Conference of Australian Museum 
Directors between February and July 1975 failed to produce 
agreement on Guidelines. On the Executive's advice, a well 
documented submission was sent on 16th September to the then 
Minister for Science and Consumer Affairs, Mr. Cameron, asking 
him to repeal Regulation 13A, and a similar request to the 
Minister for Police and Customs. A copy was sent to the 
President of the Academy with a plea that the Council of 
the Academy might consider the Society's case for repeal, 
and on 24th October the Academy advised the appointment of 
a committee of its biological Fellows to report on Regulation 
13A in the light of developments that have arisen from its 
promulgation. On 27th October Mr. Cameron wrote that he had 
decided to preserve the Regulation. 


In February 1976 additional supporting information was 
submitted to the Academy and to the Department of Science 
and the Department was informed of the Society's plans to 
seek a deputation to the new Minister for Science, Senator 
Webster, to ask him to reconsider its request for repeal, 
and to discuss other implications in Mr. Cameron's letter. 
These plans were dropped when on 20th February Senator Webster 
advised that he had asked the Academy to seek to achieve a 
consensus recommendation for Regulation 13A from the scientific 
community and requested the Society's co-operation. This was 
promised and, at the Academy's request, the Society's views on 
Regulation 13A and its implications for Australian science 
were submitted in April. 


I wish to express appreciation for the courteous consideration 
received from Senator Webster and from officers of the Department 
of Science and of the Academy in these negotiations; to thank 
my advisors who include some 6 percent of Society members and 
several non-members; and to acknowledge the important role 
played by the four affiliated societies and by the Linnean 
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Society of New South Wales and the Australian Society for 
Parasitology, all of which have been active in opposing 
Regulation 13A.

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CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 
Summary of Woodchap Inquiry Submission: 


There is a dearth of knowledge on the status of most 
insect species found in woodland or forest ecosystems in 
Australia, but it is clear that insects play major roles in 
the integrated functioning of such ecosystems. As examples, 
they are vital in decay of organic matter, as predators or 
parasites, in pollination, and as constituents of food chains. 
Lack of knowledge of the ecology of many forest/woodland 
insects is itself regarded as a sound ground for conservation 
of forest/woodland ecosystems. Large proportions of many 
endemic insect groups appear to be closely dependent upon 
specialised native forest types, and their conservation 
depends upon the preservation of areas of natural vegetation. 


More than 90% of Australian ‘true forest’ consists of 
various Eucalyptus/Acacia associations, a forest type unique 
to the Australian region and one that has evolved and radiated 
relatively recently. Even insect communities associated with 
these dominant vegetation types have been little documented, 
but it is clear that large scale destruction of forest 
(tropical forests in particular) may lead to irretrievable 
(and currently incalculable) loss of a great diversity of 
insect material. Competent surveys of insects - and of other 
animals - together with assessment of their ecological roles 
should be undertaken before such destruction. Such is patently 
impracticable, but in the absence of such data it is essential 
that no areas be felled except on a mosaic pattern which ensures 
preservation of substantial areas of undisturbed forest. 


Current forestry practices associated with clearfelling are 
incompatible with overall insect conservation, because of the 
very considerable extent to which they may alter the original 
habitat. These include (1) destruction of the litter layer 
and unusable timber by fire, (2) removal of logs by tractors, 
resulting in soil compaction, (3) artificial reseeding of 
felled areas both because of alteration of the floristic 
composition of the forest and the use of seeds coated with 
pesticides having ramifying (and at present little-known) effects 
on such insects as ants and termites, (4) changes in composition 
and extent of understorey vegetation, and (5) reduction of 
rotation times for forests. 


There is need for a review of the effects of such practices, 
and for more clearly defined proposals for land use following 
clearfelling, in order to ensure provision of reservoir habitats 
and so as not to promote significant alteration of the original 


f 
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floristic composition or diversity. In some forest ecosystems, 
any clearfelling may endanger insect species because of the 
presence of endemic, rare or unusual floristic components. 
Introduction of clearfelling into such areas must be strongly 
resisted, and cannot be condoned. ,

ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA 
VICTORIA: 
Pkant Research Institute: 


Dr. Tom Hogan, Principal Entomologist at the P.R.I. retired 
from the Department of Agriculture on July lst. The occasion 
was marked by two functions which indicated the esteem in which 
Tom is held by his colleagues. A farewell dinner for Tom and 
Joyce was given by about thirty of their friends in the | 
Department on June 22nd. An official ceremony was held on 
June 24th at which the Director of Agriculture, Dr. David Wishart, 
made the presentation in front of over a hundred of Tom's 
colleagues from both within and outside the Department. Tom's 
distinguished career began with his appointment to the post 
of Entomologist in 1938. As one of three entomologists Tom's 
initial duties encompassed much of the field of Agricultural 
Entomology. Tom developed a particular interest in Orthoptera 
and became a pioneer of aerial spraying of locusts in Australia. 
In 1947 he was appointed Principal Entomologist and since then 
he has divided his time between research and administration. 
In this position he has made leading contributions to the science 
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of Entomology and to the development of the P.R.I. Tom has 
represented the Department and Australia on many national 

and international committees and at the farewell ceremony 
telegrams from C.S.I.R.O. and S.C.A.-E.C. were read in which 
his contributions to such committees and to entomology in 
general were acknowledged. Last year Tom's extensive research 
in biology and control of locusts and crickets was rewarded 

by the award of a Doctorate of Agricultural Science of 

the University of Melbourne (only the seventh such degree 

to be awarded). Tom was President of the A.E.S. from 1973-75, 
for his Presidential Address at the sixth Annual General 
Meeting at Quindanning, W.A., he spoke on "The Integration 
Process as it affects Entomology". The address reflected his 
great interest in integrated control which he will pursue 
during retirement from the Department. After a holiday in 
Europe, Tom will be working with F.A.O. in Rome on integrated 
control programmes with the expectation of going to South-East 
Asia during 1977. 


Mr. Ron VanBaer has taken over as Acting Principal 
Entomologist following Tom's retirement.

Australian Entomological Society 55. 


Mr. Bob Prior has been appointed Senior Entomologist 
with D.P.I. at Popondetta. Bob previously worked on the 
biology and taxonomy of aphids with the M.A,.F.F. in England, 
and is now studying oil palm insects in the Northern Province. 


Mr. David Smith has resigned his D.P.I. position in 
Kerevat, New Britain to write up his postgraduate studies. 


Dr. Brian Thistleton is now studying insects associated 
with tea culture at the Cook Tea Research Station, Mt. Hagen. 
Brian joined D.P.I. last year after obtaining a Ph.D. from 
Bangor University for work on Oribatid mites. 


Mr. Stewart Smith has commenced work on aphid pests of 
potatoes and other vegetables at the D.P.I. Aiyura Station, 
near Kainantu. Stewart recently transferred from Popondetta 
after completing work on Hemiptera associated with cocoa. 


A number of members of the region contributed papers at 
the tenth Waigani Seminar, held in Lae at the University of 
Technology from 3rd - 7th May, 1976. Papers in the plant 
protection section covered studies on biology and control 
of pests of various crops and stored products in P.N.G. 


In June, Dr. Peter Mackey of the Biology Department, 
University of P.N.G. led an expedition to Mt. Wilhelm, 
Peter aimed to study taxonomy and distribution of moths 
(especially Lymantriidae), and collected many species at 
the A.N.U. hut (3,400 m). Peter's wife, Mr. Alan Kirk, 
Don Sands and Mr. Peter Bakker were included in the marathon 
climb up the mountain. They were surprised to find males 
of an unidentified Anthelid flying in bright sunshine between 
3,300 - 3,600 m, these being the only lepidoptera observed 
at this altitude during the day. Larvae of Coleoptera 
infesting bracken and other ferns were collected at Frigano 
(2,200 m) and on Mt. Wilhelm (2,400 - 3,600 m) by Alan Kirk. 
The larvae were later fed on media made from their fern hosts 
with added vitamin supplements. There appears to be a degree 
of association between certain species of Imesisternus 
(Cerambyiidae) reared from the larvae and certain fern hosts. 
They were most grateful for the assistance of Mr. Henry Ohlmus 
of Goroka, a Coleopterist in making the trip a success. 
About 12 Delias species occurred near Keglsugl, but the 
altitude was too great for most other butterflies. A few 
Graphium weiskei and two lycaenids, Parelodina aroa and 
Melanolycaena altimontana were present at 2,400 m, also 
Danaus weiskei was seen and occasionally collected. The group 
was disappointed to see the extent of clearing of lower 
montane forest near Keglsugl, which has left virtually no 
natural forest below 2,600 m. 
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Peter Mackey leaves P.N.G. in August and hopes to visit 
the A.N.I.C., Canberra before returning to England. He will 
be particularly interested in the Lymantriidae collected 
by W. Brandt in P.N.G. 


Mr. Alan Johnson, retiring Regional Councillor for P.N.G. 
and his wife, Christine, plan to leave P.N.G. on 13th 
August, 1976. All members of the region would like to 
wish them both all the best “back home" in England, and 
thank Alan for his term as Regional Councillor.
